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U.S. invites Israel 
to join peace talks 

TEL AVIV, Feb. 7 (Agencies) — U.S. Ambassador 
Samuel Lewis delivered 'his government’s invitation to renew 
the Israel-Egypt peace talks to Prime Minister Mcoahem Begin 
Wednesday. 

A spokesman for the American embassy said Washington 
was the site for the proposed talks, but no specific date was 
made public. 

Foreign Minister Mosbe Dayan will seek wide authority 
from his government in his role as negotiator, reliable sources 
said. 

The latest round of talks was conducted last month by 
roving ambassador Alfred Atherton, whose shuttle mission 
between Tel Aviv and Cairo failed to make any breakthroughs 
on the unresolved problems in a draft peace treaty. 

The Israelis say they expect Vance to attack the outstand- 
ing issues from a new angle, but his game plan was stiH un- 
clear. Testifying to a congressional committee on Monday, 
Vance said be planned to deal with the problems as a package, 
rather than individually. 

The issues focus on how the Egyptian -Israeli treaty will be 
linked to subsequent talks on the Palestinian issue, and the 
standing of the treaty jn relation to Egypt’s defense pacts with 
the Arab states. 

Meanwhile, Egyptian Acting Foreign Minister Butros 
Gfaali said in an Interview with Sudan’s daily “A1 Ayyam”

own autonomous authority on their land as a start. 

Egypt, be said, does nor Intend to decide the ultimate 
situation for the Palestinians. Rather, Egypt is trying to help 
the Palestinians establish their elected natio nal authority on 
their land which wiH enable them at a later stage to negotiate 
on equal footing with Israel, Ghali said in the interview. 

A summary of the interview was distributed in Cairo by the 
official Egyptian Middle East news agency. 

“Egypt wiH always deal with representatives of the 
Palestmian people who (accept to) negotiate with Israel.” he 
said.

U.K. strikes jeopardize 
future of British Ley land 


LONDON, Feb. 7 (R>— 

Britain's biggest automaker, 
British Leyland, was bit Wed- 
nesday by a strike which threw 
the whole future of the ailing, 
state- run corporation into jeo- 
pardy. 

Nearly 19.000 workers at 
Leyland's largest plant in 
Longbridge, Birmingham, 
walked out on all-out strike 
because they are not receiving 
a productivity bonus. The cor- 
poration says they did not 
turn out enough vehicles to 
earn the bonus. 

Leyland management warn- 
ed in advance that if its wor- 
kers joined the thousands 
striking few more pay, the 
corporation might not survive 
intact. 

One of the labor leaders 
involved, Roy Sanderson of 
the Electricians' Union, called 
it a catastrophe and urged the 
immediate intervention of 
Industry Minister Eric Varley 
“Leyland just cannot survive 
another strike,” he added. 


Britain's five-week-old revolt 
continued to be feh right ac- 
ross the country, with most 
hospitals reduced to emergen- 
cy-only service and hundreds 
of schools closed. 

There was no sign of pro- 
gress in negotiations. Some 1.5 
million low-paid workers are 
pressing for 40 per cent in- 
creases but Treasury Secreta- 
ry Joel Barnett reiterated the 
government would not finance 
deals above 9.9 per cent. 

At an East London hospi- 
tal. about 50 nurses belonging 
to the National Union of Pub- 
lic Employees joined striking 
porters, cleaners and canteen 
staff.

Feb. 7 
(AP) — The cost of a Harvard 
education is going past i8,000 
a year, the university has an- 
nounced. 

The school said it wtli cost 
$712 more — a total of $8,140 
— to spend next year at ttoe 
college, one of the country’s 
oldest and most prestigious. 

Harvard said undergraduate 
tuition waU rise $450, to $5,300, 
doroMlory rents will increase 
SI00 to $1,400, and board will 
rise SI 62 to $1,440. 

The overall increase of 9.6 
per cent is in compliance with 
President Carter’s wage-price 
guidelines, according to Har- 
vard financial vice president, 
Thomas O'Brien.

Carter to seek Slim 
arms aid to Bangkok 


WASHINGTON. Feb. 7 
lAPj — President Carter said 
Tuesday he is "deeply commi- 
ted to Thailand's security and 
will ask Congress to provide 
$11.3 million in additional am- 
munition lor its military forces. 

The proposed increase in UiS. 
assistance was disclosed as 
Thailand's prime minister. 
Kriangsak Chsmanan opened 
an official visit with a 90- 
nvnuie meeting with Carter. 

Associate Press Secretary 
Jerrold Schecter said Carter 
told Kriangsak be expected 
Congressional approval for the 
cost-free transfei of artillery, 
and small arms 
The decision reflected grow- 
ing fears in the United States 
and Thailand about the Viet- 
namese led conquest of Cam- 
bodia which shares a long bor- 
der with Thailand. 

Carter, in a statement appar- 
ently addressed to Vietnam told 
Kriangsak during a welcoming 
ceremony at the White House 


that the United States “very in- 
terested in and deeply commit- 
ted to the integrity and the 
freedom and the security of 
J hajland" 

The transfer of ammunition 
to Thailand is the second such 
gesture in less than a month. 
Shortly after the new year 

began, the administration dis- 
closed it was planning a S6 
million increase in miliury aid 
to Bangkok. 

In addition .the United States 
has played a major role in 
rallying international pubZic 
opinion against the Vietnamese. 
With full American, backing, 
an anti-Vietnam resolution was 
approved Iasi month by the 
U.N. Security Council with 
only the Soviet Union and 
Czechoslovakia In opposition. 

In his public remarks. Carter 
also reaffirmed that the United 
States will abide by its security 
commitments to Thaihad. 
wfrch are contained in the 1954 
Manila fact.

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WINNERS AND LOSERS 

The Washington administration continues io support ttxs 
efforts of the moderate government of Dr. Shahpour Bakhti ar 
while Moscow has thrown its Jot behind the popular movement 
of Ayatollah Khomeini. Neither the Americans nor the Rus- 
sians really care about who finally inherits the peacock throne 
but they both share the great desire to see a quick to 
the troubles. The Americans support Bakhtiar because they 
fed that his government wi& be more amenable to to&r in- 
terests than a Khomeini-led state. The Russians will be the 
last people to support an Islamic republic but they ma y have 
calculated that since their supporters will be effectively neu- 
tralized !h an Islamic state, their support for Khomeini now 
may help to win them favorable treatment later when it comes 
to oil purchases. 

The continuing disruption of the Iranian production is 
badly affecting world supplies. Many producers have stepped 
up production to help bur their efforts have fallen short of the 
needed targets. There is already talk in the UA in favor of 
a two or even three-fold increase in oil taxes. This is dearly 
an exaggeration of the existing problem but it underlines the 
difficulties coming up. The Russians have been hurt even more 
directly. For several weeks now they have been getting only 
marginal quantities of gas from Iran. 

If the world oil situation is anything to go by, a final show- 
down in Iran should take place later this week because toe con- 
frontation between the array-backed government and the Kho- 
meini forces wUi not last forever. For his part. Dr. Bakhtiar 
knows that his government is hardly exercising any power with 
the ministries working every other day and not being able to 
carry out any policies. Khomeini has the street forces to worry 
about; he has already unleashed a popular revolution and win 
not see it fizzle out before his hand-picked prime minister is 
safely in office. He also fears that his adversaries are trying 
to embroil him in local politics m the hope that he might lose 
some of the lustre he has acquired jji exile abroad. 

The army continues to represent a more or less solid 
and united front and this at least puts the minds of the Ame- 
ricans at ease with regards to the advanced weaponry and 
technology that they have invested in the Shah’s regime. The 
Americans do not want their top secret equipment to fail 
into alien hands and this may be another reason why they 
prefer the moderation of Dr. Bakhtiar to the extremism of 
Khomeini. 

But the final outcome remains an open question. Dr. 
Bakhtiar may not be able to last even with the army behind 
him. Khomeini, on the other hand, has already started con- 
tacts with array leaders and may soon reach a^eement with 
them ai the expense of the Bakhtiar government. The Ameri- 
cans have persuaded Lhe army generals not to attempt a coup 
d’etat so if this option is really denied them, a deal with 
Khomeini may gain in support among the generals. 

Developments in Iran leave no doubt that there wiU be 
winners and losers. This is not limited to the Iranian groups 
themselves, but also to The big powers and neighbors. So far 
the Arab neighbors have been very careful rvoi to become 
involved. This is the safest policy.

NICOSIA — 

Efforts are being made to 
prevent a complete -breakdown 
in attempts to bring Greek, 
and Turkish. Cypriot leaders to 
the negotiating table, according 
to government sources- 

Until last week, hopes had 
been high that ihe two com- 
munities would be able to 
reach agreement and resume 
j;»er -communal talks aimed at 
solving the five-year-old Cyp- 
rus problem. 

Now there is an air of pes- 
simism as sources on both 
sides admit serious differences 
remain . 

At the heart of the problem 
are conditions which the Tur- 
kish Cypriot leadership has set 
in return for their agreement 
to return to the negotiating 
table — conditions that the 
Greek Cypriot leadership has 
rejected. 

The conditions are reported 
to be; 

— That the economic bloc- 
kade imposed by the Cyprus 
government on the occupied 
north of the island be lifted. 

— That the government ag- 
ree to stop "international- 
izing” the Cyprus problem. 

— That Greek Cypriots be 
aHowed back into a now des- 
erted Famagusta suburb oc- 
cupied by the Turks since the 
1974 Turkish invasion — but 
only gradually, their numbers 
depending on progress at the 
talks. 

The task of finding a com- 
promise. has 1 alien to the spe-

dal United Nations represen- 
tative in Cyprus, Reynaldo 
Galindo-PoU, of Salvador. 

Since last December, when 
U.N. Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim put forward his own 
-proposals to replace the so- 
called American plan which 
bad been rejected, GaKndo- 
Pe td has been heavily involved 
in secret shuttle diplomacy,. 

So far he has seen Uypriot 
Foreign Minister Nioos Ro- 
landis at least 20 times, and 
Turkish Cypriot leader Rauf 
Denfaash on a dozen occa- 
sions. 

According to government 
sources, the U.N. envoy has

efforts. 

Final decision was widely 
expected to be taken by both 
sides, allowing Waldheim to 
announce a resumption of the 
negotiations coinciding with a 
■writ by him to Greece, Tur- 
key and Cyprus. 

Such expectations were 
strengthened by his announce- 
ment in New York last week 
that a planned trip to the Far 
East had been cancelled in 
order that he could be ready 
to deal with the Cyprus prob- 
lem and the situation in Na- 
mibia.

Japan’s ‘omnidirectional policy’ 
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Fuel saving plan in U.S.

WASHINGTON — 
Concerned over toe cutoff 
of Iranian oil. President 
Jimmy Carter has ordered 
federal agencies to intensify 
fuel-saving efforts in a drive 
to head off mandatory con- 
servation measures for the 
United States. 

A memo from Carter to 
agency heads suggests reduc- 
ing thermostat settings. Light- 
ing, vehicle use, and energy- 
hungry research. 

Energy Secretary James 
Scblesinger and his staff plan 
some heavy “jawboning” of 
Industry officials to persuade 
them to follow Carter’s exam- 
ple, step up their fuel-saving, 
and switch from oil to coal or 
natural gas if possible. 

An informed admioistration 
source said even more strin- 
gent measures were being draf- 
ted for Carter’s consideration, 
such as restriction of parking 
privileges for federal emplo- 
yees, and perhaps an absolute 
limit on gasoline for the fede- 
ral fleet of vehicles. 

Tins source said the conti- 
nued shutdown of Iran’s o3 
production, the result of poli- 
tical upheaval, has just begun 
to affect imports into the 
United States. The last tanker 
from Iran bos just arrived 
The source said the conti- 
nued absence of Iranian oE, 
unless offset by OPEC produc- 
tion or U.S. conservation mea- 
sures, could lead to a shortage 
of about one million barrels a 
day in the United States, or 
about five percent of daily 


requirements. 

Internationally, further 
growth of toe oil shortage 
could trigger into effect an 
existing agreement under 
which the United States may 
have to share available oil 
supplies with allies who face 
worse shortages, this source 
noted. 

“Unless we do everything 
we can voluntarily, we may 
be dragged reluctantly into al- 
locations, Sunday service- 
station dosings, easing envi- 
ronmental regulations, the 
kind of things we had to do 
during the Arab oil embar- 
go in 1974,” this source said. 

In bis memo to the federal 
agencies, issued last Friday, 
Carter said, "because of the 
world shortfall in oil produc- 
tion resulting from the Ira- 
nian situation, 1 am directing 
that executive departments and 
establishments take immediate 
steps to reduce the use of pet- 
roleum MbT 

Carter ordered them to set 
goals and issue instructions by 
Feb. 15, and to repont the 
resulting fuel savings in a 
quarterly report three months 
later. 

The president suggested! sot- 
ting thermostats in federal 
buildings at or below 65 deg- 
rees during toe day and 55 
at night. 

He also urged encourage- 
ment of carpooting and mass 
transit use by federal em- 
ployees. 

The administration source 
said agencies checking the pos- 
sibility of switching from oil 


to coal or natural gas in their 
building heating systems where 
air quality standards win not 
be vioteted, and the Energy 
Department {dans to switch to 
coal in its own headquarters, 
the Fonestal Building here. 

“We’re going to start pulling 
industry groups in for jaw- 
boning,” this source added. 

“And we're sending special 
teams out looking for available 
natural gas that can be hook- 
ed into toe interstate pipeline 
systems. 

“We know there is some gas 
out there, but a lot of people 
are reluctant to make com- 
mitments until the Federal 
Energy Regulatory Commis- 
sioo issues its final regula- 
tions on March 1, for imple- 
menting the natural gas poli- 
cy act passed hat year." 

"There is a lot of uncertain- 
ty there, so we’re trying very 
hard behind the scenes to 
get that gas moving.'' 

Carter’s memo was the 
first new presidential com- 
mand for government foel 
saving since the winter natur- 
al gas shortages two. years ago, 
but this time oil imports can- 
not provide relief. 

“This hr not just a winter 
problem,” the source said, 
“There wffl be a three to five 
per cent squeeze for a long 
time even if Iran comes back 
to 2.5 mHHou barrels a Say 
production (less than half its 
previous ouflptrf). ..We have 
to beat toe boshes for some 
energy supplies with an eye 
to rebufldiiig the 08 inventor- 
ies.” — (AP)

TOKYO 

Japan's new “omnidirectional 
diplomacy" is in tatters as a 
result of the latest Indochina 
war. 

As enunciated last year by 
the then Prune Minister Takeo 
■Fukuda. the policy was “to be 
friends with everyone”. Unfor- 
tunately, the Japanese forgot 
that you can't please all the 
peopte aH toe time. 

It is rather ironic that, in 
spite of its dominant world 
position as an economic power, 
Japan continues * to fare badly 
in foreign relations. A string 
of failures culminated last year 
in its defeat at toe hands of 
Bangladesh for a seat in the 
U.N. Security Council. 

That demonstrated to shock- 
ed foreign ministry officiate 
here chat Japan is still a be- 
ginner in diplomacy and that 
its past performance has made 
it unpopular, particularly in toe 
developing world Whose U.N. 
vote is now all-important. 

The big complaint has always 
been toat Japan practises “ex- 
peiffency" diplomacy, reacting 
to situations in a self-seeking 
way. 

Never was the Tokyo gov- 
ernment’s innocence better de- 
monstrated than in Indochina, 
where for years successive Ja- 
panese governments helped the 
United States prop up anti- 
communist regimes which col- 
lapsed one by one in the 1970s. 

The Japanese then made an 
abrupt about-turn and, after 
getting over the minor embar- 
rassment of past policies, had 
managed in toe past year or 
so to establish a reasonably 
satisfactory working relation- 
ship with toe new Communist 
governments naming Indo- 


china. particularly in Vietnam 

Hanoi was keen for Japanese 
trade and aid. and Tokyo was 
eager to fill the need. 

Japanese officials began to 
see their country as providing 
a unique bridge towards peace 
and stability in the entire re- 
@on between toe Communist 
states on one side and the five- 
member Association of South- 
East Asian Nations (ASEAN) 
on the other. Hie bridge, how- 
ever, has been swept away by 
toe Cambodia-Viemam fighting 
— if it ever existed. 

In December, visiting Viet- 
namese Foreign Minister Ngu- 
yen Duy Trinih was strongly 
warned chat Japanese aid for 
his country in future would 
depend on Hanoi settling any 
disputes with its various neigh- 
bors peacefully. 

When Vietnamese forces roll- 
ed over -Cambodia last month. 
Japan's foreign policy towards 
toe area collapsed. The imme- 
diate effect was a decision to 
delay aid already approved, and 
not to approve any new assis- 
tance to Hanoi. Even ship- 
ments of rice for Vietnamese 
flood victims were halted. 

The premises on which 
Japan's Southeast Asian policy 
were based were extremely 
flimsy, and it is littie surprising 
that they failed to survive the 
first storm. 

A further result of toe Cam- 
bodian fighting has been to 
concentrate Japanese eyes more 
clearly on ASEAN, to which 
Tokyo has now promised full 
support Jot any decisions taken 
to react to toe latest Vietna- 
mese aggression. 

But. despite all toe nice 
words and summit conferences. 
Japan has really made very 
tittle headway in overcoming 


ASEAN suspicions of its mo- 
tives. 

The first test of Japan’s 
change of heart was provided 
by Thai Prime Minister Knan- 
gsak Chamanan. who visited 
Tokyo in mid-January demand- 
ing a heavy Tokyo commitment 
to his country’s economic deve- 
lopment plans. He managed to 
win a pledge of 46 billion yen 
on much easier loan repayment 
terms than the Japanese had 
previously given. 

But then Thailand discover- 
ed that Japan had offered Viet, 
nam even more attractive loan 
terms 

The difficulty of the "omni* 
ctirectional diplomacy” was fur 
ther demonstrated by toe in- 
volvement of rival big power 
interests in the Indochina bor- 
der conflict. With China sup- 
porting the existing Cambodian 
government of Pol Pot. and 
the Russians backing Vietnam, 
poor Japan was caught in a 
no-win situation. 

In fact, toe inherent dangers 
of the Sino-Soviet rivalry were 
dearly displayed when China, 
for the firs* time, sought to in- 
voke a clause in its recently- 
signed peace treaty with Japan 
to belabor Moscow. 

On Jan. 16. China's ambas- 
sador in Tokyo asked the 
Japanese government io join 
bis own government in a joint 
condemnation of Soviet hege- 
mony in Indochina through its 
“proxy" war on Cambodia. 

The Chinese, of course, were 
quite entitled to do this under 
toe terms of toe peace treaty. 
And needless to say. the Japa- 
nese politely declined, not will- 
ing to risk further damage to 
toe already strained relations 
with the Russians. — (OFNS) 


Mitterrand struggles to survive

PARIS — 

Francois Mitterrand, toe 
French. Socials a leader, is fight- 
ing a rearguard action to stay 
at the bead of toe party so that 
he can fitf u another presiden- 
tial election campaign in 1981. 

Even to survive he may have 
to make major concessions. 
The party's present strategy — 
■based on militant Socialism 
closely finked to toe Commu- 
nist Party — may have to 
give way to the kind <of poli- 
cies associated with West Ger- 
many's Social Democrats. 

Such a swing would bring the 
parly much closer to President 
Valery Giscard d’Estaing’a 
dream of imposing a centrist- 
Social Democratic ofliance in 
France. 

Mitterrand, aged, 62, faces 
challenges from two men, toe 
party's national secretary, Mi- 
chel Rocard, 48, who wants the 
presidential candidacy, and 
Pierre Mauroy, 49, who wants 
Mitterrand's job as toe party’s 
first secretary. 

Both challengers say they 
accept the decisions on wfach 
the new Socialist Party was 
founded by Mitterrand in 1971 
when he was converted to So- 
cialism. These include the 
two key reforms of a vast na- 
tionalization program and de- 
central! ration. 

But behind their challenge 
is an umnistakeaHe disaHuaou- 
ekdi with their unpredictable 
Communist partners and a feel- 
ing association with the 

Communists was the real rea- 
son, for the Social! sts' defeat 
last March. 

Projects they have put up 
for discussion include a major 
review of toe party’s funda- . 
mental betief — close to Com- 
munist theories — that capi- 
talism is dying and toat Fran- 
ce must be prepared for a 
new economic system. A close 
look at their proposals shows 
they intend to seek an accom- 
modation w«8h capitalism, a 
move which not only alienates 
toe Communist Party but is also 
opposed by the Socialist left- 

wing. 

Since Rocard made his chal- 
lenge for toe presidency an 


open secret and revealed that 
Mauroy was ready to support 
him. the fight has developed 
into a personal as much as a 
political battle. 

Rocard, who joined the So- 
cialists only three years ago 
after leading toe splinter Uni- 
fied Socialist Party (P5U) is 
openly critical of the party's 
“archaic” structure and Mit- 
terrand’s autocracy. Much of 
toe enmity between toe two 
men has grown because they 
try to avoid each other at key 
debates. 

Rocard, who stood as PSU 
presidential candidate in 1969 
before beating toe former 
Gauffist Prime Mfinister, Couve 
de Murvifle, in a parliamentary 
election, represents the middle 
generation of French Socialists, 
educated in toe fifties and six- 
ties. Like Rocard, many come 
from bourgeois backgrounds 
and have had a wmilar educa- 
tion to Chat of President Gis- 
card and fads advisers. 

Particulariy in economic 
theory, they are much more 
sure of themselves than Mit- 
terand, a subtle, professional 
politician who served in II 
ministries during the Fourth 
Republic, challenged de Gaulle 
for the presidency in 1964 but 
never subscribed to an identi- 
fiable political theory until 
1971, when he -founded toe 
sent Socialist movement. 


role has always been as an as- 
sembler of divided forces and 
has supporters within the party 
are an oddly maxed bunch.

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‘‘Looking for Dftma," 

By Geoffrey Bibby. SR 9.

DHAHRAN — To many 
people, archeology conjures up 
images of discovering the won- 
ders of Tutankhamen's tomb 
or unioddng the riddle of 


Egyptian beirogtyphics with the 
Rosetta Stone. 

To others, ibe archeologist's 
job is tedious, lonely, unprofir 
able, frustrating and endless. 

The strength, of “Looking for 
Dikrmin” is that author Geoff- 
rey Bibby spotoghls both as- 


pects of the science, taking the 
reader with him on his search 
for a lost civilization. He teUs 
bis story in a personal, yet 
effective, way. 

. The reader not especially in- 
setted is archeology will be 
unerened in the story of the 
*^tan. The amateur or profes- 
sional aicheotogisi wiH be fas- 
cinated with the subject of Bib- 
by's search, the land of Dil- 
mun, and the ancient history of 
the Gulf area. 

Either way, the prize is 
worth the effort. Bibby estab- 
lishes that a great civilization 
existed from approximately 
3000 B.C. to about 300 B.C., 
centered on what is now Bah- 
rain. 

This is the land which some 
romantics consider the site of 
toe Garden of Eden, in part be- 
cause of its mild temperatures 
during the Ice Ages. There are 
other myths as well: In the 
Gdgame&h epic, the gods chose 
the land of Dihnun as the pla- 
ce where the only survivor of 
a great flood came to make 
his home. 

The scene which spurred 
Bibby ’s archeological search is 
a familiar one to anyone who 
has traveled in Bahrain. 

At the time (1947), Bibby 
had recently arrived in Bah- 
rain, where he was working for 
an oil company and was mak- 
ing a customary visit to the 
niter of Lhe island: 

“And then, .. 1 saw the 
mounds — (Tjhree miles of 
gradually rising ground was co- 
vered with mounds, crowded so 
thickly together that they were. 


so to say, treading on each 
other's skirts, the footings of 
one mound extending out over 
the footings of the nexl. As 
far os the eye could sec to 
either side, a sweep of ten 
miles or more, there was no 
end to the mound-field; there 
must have been tens of thou- 
sands of mounds in view." 

Bibby didn't accept any of 
the prevailing explanations to 
his obvious questions: who 

buih them? Why?- in 1953, with 
two assistants and some small 
grants as financial backing, be 
returned to Bahrain as a train- 
ed archeologist with a very 
basic mission — to discover all 
he could about the ancient his- 
tory of the country. 

Bibby adopts a first-person 
narrative style, moving from 
Denmark to Bahrain to Qatar 
to the present-day Emirates and 
finally into Saudi Arabia where 
ho ends with as many new 
questions as answers. 

"Looking for DSinun" is not 
a highly polished literary work. 
It is fiRed with digressions — 
important ones for understand- 
ing the background and pre- 
vious discoveries and bow 
they influenced the author — 
but the sweep of the book is 
great and becomes greater as 
Brfaby moves to sites other than 
Bahrain to dig. And Bibby is 
a man in love with his work 
as aa archeologist, which mak- 
es even his digressions and es- 
pecially his sousings and obs- 
ervations a delight to read.

The buses of Saudi Arabia 
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Jenny’s tree climbing feats

LOS ANGELES — Ten 
yean ago. Union Oil Co.'s 
Drifting Platform A blew out 
in Santa Barbara Channel OH 
began to o„oze from drifting- 
induced cracks in ibe channari 
floor at the rate of a thou- 
sand gallons an hour. 

Alvin Weingand of Get OH 
Out (GOO), a Santa Barbara 
citizens’ group that is stifl wa~ 
ging war against ofl companies, 
ncafls: “We went down to the 
beach soon after the accident. 
People stood there, looking out, 
weeping. There was utter des- 
truction to the boats, to the 
birds ... We decided then and 
(here we bad to get the oil out. 
We had bo stop them from to- 
tafty ruining the beautiful chan- 
nel." 

The damage was indeed 
hideous. Filins and photographs 
of the day etched a vivid ima- 
' ge upon the consciousness of 
Americans everywhere. Three 
hundred and twenty kilometers 
of resort beaches awash in tar 
try crude oil. Tons of od -soaked 
bay and straw raked into sog- 
gy heaps by exhausted volun- 
teers. Lifeless tidepods, shiver 
ring, traumatized birds. Suffo- 
cated sea lions and poisoned 
dolphins. 

The tenth anniversary of the 
tpifl was commemorated one 
week ago in San<a Barbara at 
the Arlington Theater. Several 
speakers talked about what it 
aH meant and bow far the 
US. has come after a decade 
of environmental action. 

“The Sama Barbara oil spiM 
has become synonymous with 
the birth of foe environmental 
movement in the United Stat- 
es," said Paid Rdis. a chief 
organizer of foe event. “The 
*pifl touched tfae consciousness 
of the American people, trig- 
gering a national debate over 
the issue of whether technolo- 
gical progress must inevitably 
result in the debasement of 
nature.” 

The debate continues in 
Santa Barbara, as elsewhere. 
Lois Seidenberg, one of Goo’s 
founders, said proudly that 
oriy two more oil platforms 
have been erected in the eban- 
nd since 1969, for a total of 
12. Two proposed platforms

are tied up in the courts. 
“There could have been 60 
pfatforms in ttiff channel by 
now," she said, “if foe oil com- 
panies had had their way." 

Weangand, who served in the 
California state senate, said he 
had been assured by the oil 
companies in 1967, when the 
oil leases were first granted, 
that there would be no ad- 
verse effects on the environ- 
ment and foat they had th e 
means to clean spills. “They 
even promised foe platforms 
would be camouflaged," he 
matted. “We just believed 
them. So did the government-” 
Wilde many environmental 
issues remain unchanged — air 
and water poHution, land use, 
industrial growth, solid wastes* 
riudge, toxic substance and so 
on — the fundamental charac- 
ter of foe movement has chan- 
ged in foe last decade. 

Like a person pushing mid- 
dle age, it has joined the es- 
tablishment. 

But back in 1969, the na- 
tion's youth mobilized a peace 
movement and an environmen- 
tal movement, hand in Band. 

As astronauts sent pictures 
back to Earth from deep spa- 
ce, a new consciousness arose 
chat the Earth ms a space- 
ship, a fragile blue and white 
sphere suspended in a void. It 
needed the love and protec- 
tion of aH beings on foe pla- 
net, the young people said. 

Ecology, recycling, peace and 
love became shibboleths of foe 
day. Demonstrations were or . 
ganized around new causes. 

By 1972, however, foe peace 
and foe environmental move- 
ments began to diverge, obser 
ved Paul DeFalco, regional di- 
rector of the U.S. Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency in San 
■Francisco. Whereas foe coun- 
terculture movement eventually 
ebbed, he said, foe environmen- 
tal movement has endured, but 
at a price. 

“The environmental move- 
ment has become bureaucrati- 
zed," said Dennis Hayes of foe 
Woridwatch Institute, who or 
ganized Earfo Day in 1970 and 
Sun Day in 1978. 

“The issues are getting more 
complex,” observed David 
Gardiner of foe Saerra Club 


in Sha Francisco. “We have 
gone from major legislative 
baitles to atfcninistraiive things, 
Co putting the dean Air Act in- 
to effect. Everyone wants dean 
-air. but not everyone wants 
to spend time working out how 
many parts per miffion of a 
particular pollutant should be 
allowed in foe air." 

The Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency, foe governmental 
symbol o i foe movement’s suc- 
cess. was formed in December 
of 1970. it employs 10,150 peo- 
ple and. spent $400 million last 
year. 

“Many leadens of the envi- 
ronmental movement have be- 
come key working La EPA," 
DeFalco said. “It has been in- 
teresting to watch them become 
part of foe system.” 

“EPA does an excellent job,” 
mid Bril Lewis, executive di- 
rector ol foe National Council 
on Air Pollution.*' But it also 
pufierarfdte way many bureauo- 
ntdieg suffer. Sometimes some 
of the regulators lack ftrii un- 
derstanding of front-tine prob- 
lems. They can, on occasion, 
require unrealistic results from 
industry." 

The environmental issues 
are just no longer sexy, many 
environmentalists said, althou- 
gh Alaska coukl be the dosing 
chapter in arousing broad pub- 
lic participation. 

“Even though people lave 
difficulty grasping details, as 
opposed to issues,” Gardiner 
said, “Polls indicate the public 
still supports the environmen- 
tal movement.” 

Resources for foe Future, a 
Washington, D.C., environ- 
. mental organization , analyzed 
poll data on environmental and 
resource issues from 1970 to 
1977. “While pollution didn't 
become the major concern of 
the American people in foe 
decade of foe seventies (as 
predicted by President Nixon 
in has February 1970 environ- 
mental message to Congress), 
it has definitely seeded in to 
become an important, enduring 
social concern," said Robert 
Cameron Mitchell of tfae re- 
sources group. 

■ A pofl foe group conducted 
in July found that although 
respondants are deeply concer- 


ned about inflation and taxes, 
their support for environmental 
protection is strong and un- 
wavering, and their sympathy 
w?di the environmental move- 
meat is at a high level, with 
no sign of backlash.

The Perrier survey said the 
pursuit of physical fitness had 
become a national mania with 
90 million participants — a 
growth since 1961 from 24 
per cent to 59 per cent of the 
adult population. 

The fastest growing activi- 
ties. according to the report, 
are running and calisthenics, 
with more than 17 million run- 
ners and 21 million doing phy- 
sical jerks. Walking continues 
to be the most popular exer- 
cise, drawing 34 million. There 
are 26 million swimmers, 20 
million cyclists. 20 million 
bowlers and 14 million tennis 
players. 


Only 15 per cent 
of sporting adults are 
“high activities.” indulg- 
ing in 306 minutes or more a 
week of vigorous exercise, 
the survey states.

Bosworth said: “The cost of 
basic necessities, which have 
been going up very rapidly in 
the past year, will continue.

Treasury Secretary Blumeo- 
toaJ, who testified before die 
Seoate Finance Committee, 
said he did not believe the 
economy would not move in- 
to a recession, despite predic- 
tions by some economists. 

He said tight fiscal and mo- 
netary policies would mean a 
decline in uhe real annual rate 
of economic growth but infla- 
tion would be down to 7-5 
per cent by the end of the 
year. 

SchuUze, who appeared be- 
fore the Senate Budget Com- 
mit! ee, said economic growth 
would slow moderately. He 
also predicted inflation would 
drop significantly, to below 
seven per cent in the final 
quarter of ilhis year, without 
a recession.

TOKYO, Feb. 7 (RJ-Chi- 
nese Vice- Premier Teng Hsiap- 
ping said Wednesday China 
might take action against 
Vietnam for its alleged inter- 
ference in Cambodia, an aide 
of former Japanese Premier 
Kakuei Tanaka reported.

Rhodesia asks observers 
tomonitor April election 


SALISBURY, Feb. 7 l.R>— 
Rhodesia s Transitional Gov- 
ernment Wednesday invited 
Britain and the United States 
to send official observers to 
monitor one-man, one-vote 
elections in April. 

The Information Ministry 
said the invitation was con- 
tained in messages sent to Bri- 
tish Foreign Secretary David 
Owen and United States Sec- 
retary of State Cyrus Vance 
by Abel Muzorewa, chairman 
of ‘he government's Supreme 
Executive Council. 

Muzorewa said he had ex- 
tended an earlier invitation at 
a meeting at the Stale De- 
partment in Washington Oct. 
20 with British and American 
officials. 

The government Wednesday 
said the request had been re- 
peated to Britirtt and Ameri- 
can envoys during visits to 
Rhodesia. 

British officials said in Lon- 
don Tuesday that the Foreign 
Office hod received no such 
request from the Transitional 
Government.
